MIL. Hereas by thc Laws and Statutes of this Realm, conſtituting and appoints 
WEZ7 the Aflizcot Fexel, Itis provided and required, That all Billzis and Fag: 
6 gots expoſed to Sale, ſhall contain the Demciſions following ; that 1s to lay, 
Every Billet ſhall contain in length, Three Foot Four inches ; And & 
very Billet named a Single, ſhall concain in compaſs, being round bodi'd, 
s Seven Inches and an halt; And no Single to be made or marked out of Cletr 
£A9\ WA Weg Wood. Andevery Billet marked One, commonly called a Cat, LO CON- 

(BOT tin in compals, bcing round, Elcyen Inches; And half round, Thirteen 
Inches ; And being quarter Cleft, to contain in compaſs Twelye Inches and an half.And every Biller 
marked Two, commonly called Two Caſt,to contain in compaſs, being round,Sixteen Inches: And 
half round, Nineteen Inches; And being quarter clctt,co contain in compaſs Eighteen Inches and an 
half. And all Faggots ſhall contain in compaſs,beſides the Knot of the Bond, Four and Twenty Inches; 
And every Faggot-Stick or Bend within the ſaid Bond, to contain in length tull Three Foot, except 
only one Stick or Bend to be One Foot long, to ſtop or harden the binding thereof.Now the Right 
Honourable che Lord Mayor of this City of London being intormcd that notwithſtanding the Pe- 
nalty in that caſe provided, whereby all unſized Fewel 1s to be ſeized, as fortciced : And notwith- 
ſtanding a publick Admonition given by Sir 7 homas Davies Lord Mayor, in the time of his Mayo- 
ralcy, that the ſaid Forteirurcs ſhould be taken, great Quannticsof Billers and Faggors wanting the 
Aſſze aforeſaid, are continually expoſed to Sale within this City and Liberties, to the great deceit 
and abuſe of the Citizens and Inhabitants thereot : His Lordſhip 1s refolved to ufe his urmoſt En- 
deavour that the ſud Laws may hereafter, be within this City, more carctully and duly obſerved ; 
and hath for that cad given itri&t and poſitive Orders, Thar all Billets and Faggots expoſed to Sale 
within this City and the Liberties thereof, that ſhall be found to want of their due Ailize, accord- 
ing tothe demenſions aforeſaid, ſhall be ſeized and diſpoſed of as by the faid Laws is appointed, 
And his Lordſhip gives this publick Intimation of his Reſolution herein; to the end all Verſons 
that ſhall hereafter bring up to this City any Billets or Faggots to be fold, may take care that che 
ſumc beof the full Aſſze,and thereby avoid the Penalry in thar behalf.
